fall.  This  calamity  has  been  predicted  bw 
fore,  but  qievrr  was  it*  drat  ruction  so  iniml 
nent  an  now.  The  attention  of  the  Appalack  t 
ian  Club  was  called,  early  in  the  season  this 
year,  lo  the  precarious  conditipa  of  this  wtm- 
derful  landmark,  and  Mr.  A.  K.  BcoU.  of  this 
city,  the  club's  counselor  of  UBprovrmeuU. 
lias  made  two  visit*  to  the  mountains,  the 
last  one  on  Monday  of  this  week.  He  says 
the  whole  ledge  la  in  a  entmldiag  eondh  an. 
A  large  fragment  of  rock  which  forma  the 
upper  part  of  the  forehead  has  become  arp 
anted  from  the  cliff,  sad  ia  now  poised  on 
the  outer  edge  of  the  mam  of  rock 
upon  which  the  forehead  rest#  This  gap 
ha*  been  slowly  widening  for  years.  Borne 
1 5  or  20  feet  bark  Is  a  huge  crevice.  This 
is  filled  with  locate  gravel  and  water,  and  the 
action  of  the  frndl  the  coming  Winter.  It 
is  feared,  will  *0  JxJ  the  upper  forehead 
fragment,  15  feet  hjpg  and  4  to  5  feet  ia 
width  aud  depth,  tiisi  It  will  fall,  and  per- 
h*]«  injure,  if  out  destroy,  the  featuraa  be¬ 
low.

To  prevent  the  falling  of  the  foea- 
bea<l  stone  means  must  be  provided  to  carry 
off  the  water  and  gravel  from  the  rear  errr- 
ice.  and  it  is  thought  that  the  small  Isaacs 
may  be  prevented  from  widening  by  asran* 
of  iron  clamps.
